(Special.)—Chairman John T. Moore, of

FRENCH STRIKE 
PROVES FAILURE 


Leaders of the Movement 
| Blaming Each Other. 


Curtain Is Rung Down When 
Several Hundred Strikers 
Vote to Resume — Federa- 
tion Blames Government. 


Paris, May 21.—The curtain was rung 
down today upon the general strike 
amid processions by the leaders, who 
tried to throw the responsibility for 
the failure on each other and the de- 
feated postal employees. The end came 
when a few hundred laborers voted to 
resume work. The General Federation 


of Labor then threw up the sponge, 
and tonight issued a manifesto in 
which they seek to cover up their re- 
treat, explaining that the postal em- 
ployees were over-confident of the suc- 
cess of their second strike, “which 
everything shows was prepared and in- 
stigated by the government, which 
was desirous of an opportunity for 
avenging itself against the leaders of 
the first strike.” 

_The statement adds that the strikes 
of the excavators and other workmen 
having demonstarted the solidarity of 
the proletariat and the postmen, there 
Was no reason to call out other un- 
ions, notably the electricians, who had 
expressed their readiness to enter the 
fight. 

With the surrender of the General 
Federation of Labor, the strike of the 
postmen, which already had practically 
ended, collapsed entirely, and the few 
men who were still on strike, decided 
to return and try to secure their posi- 
tions. 

The postmen and a few of the other 
unions are now raising a fund from 
which to give the dismissed postal em- 
ployees $30 a month until they can ob- 
tain other employment.

Dramatic Outburst in the 
Calhoun -Trial. 


In Voice Trembling With An- 
ger, Stanley Moore Tells 
Helms He Was “Lying Like 
a Dog” and Perjuring Him- 
self—Important Week End- 
ed. 


San Francisco, May 21.—Patrick 
Calhoun's trial on a bribery charge 
ended the most important week of its 
five months’ session tonight with the 
adjournment of court. 

Rudolph Spreckels, who financed the 
prosecution, and Detective John Helms 
alternated as witnesses today and it 
was evident that a crisis in the case 
had been reached. Interest was 
sustained until a late hour in the 
afternoon, when Assistant District At- 
torney Heney, ignoring two restrain- 
ing orders issued by a court of similar 
jurisdiction, announced that he would 
ask Judge -Lawlor's permission to 
open sealed packages seized in the 
raid of the offices of William M. Ab- 
bott, general counsel for the United 
Railroads, and allegea@ to contain docu- 
ments stolen from the offices of Wil- 
liam J. Burns, head of the prosecu- 
tion’s corps of special detectives. 

Rehearing on Monday. 

Arguments on this issue were de- 
ferred until Monday, when the prose- 
cution will attempt to support the 
charges made by Detective Helms 
against Abbott, under whose direction 
he claims to Wave operated. 

One of the lines of probable inquiry 
was indicated when Helms, after testi- 
fying that he knew Luther Brown, 
former partner of Earle Rogers, said: 

“Abbott and Brown met me at the 
steamer landing on the day I left the 
city after quitting the service of the 
United Railroads. Abhott asked me 
what I knew about the dynamiting.” 

“What dynamiting?’ inquired Heney. 

‘The dynamiting of Gallagher's 
home,” said Helms, referring to the 
blowing up in Oakland last spring of 
the home of former Supervisor James 
L. Gallagher. 

Helms declared several offers had 
been made to prevent his appearance 
as a witness in the Calhoun trial. 
Since his arrival in this city, he de- 
clared, a plot had been laid in the 
office of W. H. Metzon, a prominent 
attorney, to trap him in a conversa- 
tion over the telephone. The teéstt- 
mony followed an inquiry by Mr. 
Rogers, who asked the witness if he 


tached to the telephone while he wis 
speaking. from the other end of the 
line. 

‘A dramatic outburst occurred when 
Helms charged that Abbott had once 
expressed to him a wish that ‘some 
one would shoot Heney” and that 
Stanley Moore had congratulated him 
on his performance in following 
Burns. 

Lying Like a Dog. 

Stanley Moore arose in his place at 
the counsel table and i n@ voice trem- 
bling with anger told Helms he was 
“lying like a dog” and perjuring him- 
self, 

Helms ‘leaped to his feet and defied 
the attorney to make good his charge. 

Charles W. Cobh, law partner of Mr. 
Heney, credited with receiving $10,000 
from Rudolph Spreckels for services in 
the. prosecution, was the third wit- 
ness. He said he knew Mr. Heney 
had thrown up his representation of 
the government in the Hyde-Benson 
land fraud cases and the Binger-Her- 
mann case and that he had refused 
President Roosevelt's offer to direct 
Perv prosecution of Senator Borah, of 
\Idaho. 

Mr. Cobb affirmed that Mr. Heney 
had lost his law practice since enter- 
ing upon his duties as municipal prose- 
cutor.

Imported automobiles under the 
new tariff law must pay a duty 
equal to one-half their value, if 
the action of the senate stands.

Senator Bacon replied by wire to 
(eneral Manager Scott that the power 
to protect persons and property and 
to preserve order in the state belongs 
to the state government. He further 
said that in his judgment the United 
States government does not have this 
duty devolved upon it, unless calléd 
on, either by the state legislature or 
by the governor, to protect the state 
against domestic violence, as pre- 
seribed in the constitution of the 
United ttates. For this reason Sen- 
ator Bacon did not deem it proper to 
ask the intervention of the United 
States government and declined to 
make the request and so notified Gen- 
eral Manager Scott. 

In his telegram to General eapager 
Scott, Senator Bacon expressed : 
hope that the trouble may be perma- 
nently removed by relieving the white 
firemen from negro competition.

A conference between E. A. Ball, sec- 
ond vice-president of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Firemen and Enginemen, H.

Letter of Burton Smith. 
Atlanta, Ga., May 21, 1909. 
Hon. F. Carter Tate, District Attorney, 


Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: I note from the press that 


the Georgia railroad has called upon 
you, claiming there have been delays 
and interferences with trains upon its 
road. 

I am counsel for the joint protective 
board of the firemen of the Georgia 
railroad and counsel in the south for 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen. In this capacity 
Il write you. 

On Monday, the 17th, the white fire- 
men of the Georgia railroad céased 
to work for that company. Their ac- 
tion in this connection was forced upon 
them by the Georgia railroad and they 
are prepared to defend the legality of 
that action in apy court and to vindi- 
cate its propriety anywhere. 

I take it that the matter to which 
your attention is sought to be directed 
is not the action of the employees in 
ceasing of work, but that it is contend- 
ed that there has been interference 
with the trains in some other and ad- 
ditional way. In behalf of the firemen 
of the Georgia railroad—of the body 
as a whole—I am authorized to say to 
you that if any violence or illegal con- 
duct has occurred, they are in no way 
responsible for it, directly or indirect- 
ly, and they stand ready to join with 
you in bringing to justice the guilty 
parties, be they whom they may.

Secret Service at Work. 

Subsequent to the visit of Vice Pres- 
ident Ball and his associates to Dis- 
trict Attorney Tate that official opened 
communication with Postoffice Inspec- 
tor Sutton. Inspector Sutton, though 
keeping in close touch with the situa- 
tion, had not been advised of any de- 
lay in the transit of the malls, but at 
once put a force of-bis best men inthe 
field with instructions to make a thor- 
ough and complete investigation. 

So far there have been no delays of 
any consequence traced on the depot 
bulletins showing the arrival of pas- 
senger trains, and so far no authentic 
information has been published of any 
actual interference with passenger 
train schedules on either the main line.

Wor’t Go ow Other Trains, 

Negro firemen who have been work- 
ing for years On passenger trains be- 
tween Atlanta and Augusta, are ready 

at evary call to go out on an engine 
handled by the engineer with whom 
they have worked so long that 
their confidence cannot be shaken. 
But no amount of persuasion. 
no extra inducement offered can 
tempt them to try any other train. 
That is due more to talk along the line 
than to any overt act. Cases of as- 
sault upon men working as firemen 
have been reported, but so far not a 
single act has been traced to a fire- 
man, neither has a firemen off duty 
been shown fregponsible in any way 
whatever. 

Union Point and Lithonia are 
“great scare places’’ for the men who 
are asked to go to work.

has been recefved. 

I hesitate to issue a general order 
on the subject, as such a course might 
increase rather than lessen:excitement. 
If you will advise me of the particu- 
lar county and place where you wish 
me to urge the sheriff to greater vigi- 
lance I will at once comply with your 
request. 

“The gravity of the situation causes 
me to ask whether it is possible to 
bring about an arbitration of the dif- 
ferences between your road and the 
firemen.” 

Colonel Scott telegraphed the gov- 
ernor and named as the places at 
which he feared trouble Thomson, 
Dearing, Camak, Union Point, Buckhead 
and Lithonia. The telegram was read 
over the long distance telephone to 
Governor Smith, who was at Fitzger- 
ald, and he sent the following tele- 
gram to the sheriffs in the several 
counties in which Colonel Scott called 
for protection for the men and prop- 
erty of the Georgia road: 

“My attention has been called by 
Mr. Thomas K. Scott, general manager 
of the Georgia railroad, to threatened 
violence to property of the road in your 
county at the following points (nam- 
ing them. Without reference to the 
cause of the controversy. I urge you 
to take all steps necessary tO preserve 
order and to prevent any interference 
with the trains or employees upon the 
Georgia railroad.” 

It was stated at the capitol that

A short time 
ago a proposition was put up to the 
authorities of Chatham county by the 
authorities of Bulloch covering an au- 
tomobile route from here to Savan- 
nah. Just what the outcome of this 
proposition will be is not known. This 
would put Statesboro on the proposed 
route of The Constitution between Sa- 
vannah and Augusta, thence to At- 
lanta.

THE FARMERS? STAKE IN. GOOD ROADS. 

Fred L. White, president of the Good Roads Clubs: of Georgia, gave the 
farming population of this state food for thought whenihe declared recently 
that, in the last analysis,: The Constitution's great $5,000 Automobile Good 
Roads Contests meant the: difference between 25 centseper ton per mile and 
121-2 cents per ton per mile in transporting Georgia's:agricultural products. 

Whether good, bad or indifferent, the thousands of miles of highways 
in Georgia are in requisition from year’s end to year’s end; in the never- 
ending task of bringihg the output of the farm to the railroad, and in trans- 


ferring the needed products of civilization to the country distant from the 
railroad. 

This item of cost of transportation is a fixed charge upon agriculture, 
commerce and industry. It figures in the price the farmer is paid for his 
cotton, his corn, his oats, his chickens, his eggs and hia other products. And 
it largely determines the price he pays for the food, the clothing and the 
machinery he must import from the town for use in the daily routine of 
making a living. 

*It may be that he lives two miles or ten miles from the railroad. The 
transportation tax taken out of his pocket must come just the same, and it 
varies only with the distance, and, what Js more important, the condition 
of the roads intervening. 

In France, where for years they have been confirmed converts to the 
benefits of rural good roads, it is estimated that the expense,of transport- 
ing a ton of goods over the average thoroughfare reaches 121-2 cents 
per mile. | 

In America, where the people have but lately roused to the financial 
vahie of good rural transportation facilities, it is estimated that the cost of 
transporting the same load the same distance is 25. cents, or just twice. 
as much. 

One need not be skilled in arithmetic toarrive at a casual estimate of 
the millions actually sacrificed each year by the farmers of Georgia by the 
poor road that places a 25-cent per mile tariff on transportation, whereas 
‘systematic highway improvement would reduce that charge just one-half. 

Applying this formula to each one of the 146 counties in Georgia, and 
not one of them but here and there has the problem of the poor road, it 
will be seen that the impost laid indirectly on the farmer mounts into an 
impressive aggregate for the entire state. 

The fundamental purpose of The Constitution's $5,000 automobile speed 
and endurance contests is to minimize the 25 cents per ton per mile road 
throughout Georgia, and to substitute the 121-2 cents per ton per mile 
highway. 

The stimulating effect of the campaign which must necessarily follow 
such a dramatic event as eight simultaneous long-distance contests will not 
be restricted to any one section of Georgia. The routes have been scheduled 
in such a manner as to challenge interest and activity in each one of Gcor- 
gia’s counties, and to introduce the element of aggressive coordination, which 
hitherto has been but spasmodically developed. 

The interest of the towns and cities is of course vital and apparent. 
In the main, however, it is upon the farming population that the roundabout 
burden of poor roads falls. So that whether he labors upon a one-horse or a 
one-hundred-horse plantation, the stake of the Georgia farmer in these con- 
tests is large and imperative.

A CLUCK WORTH 16 CENTS A POUND. 


Recent Associated Press dispatches from Chicago reflect a scarcity of 
poultry at that national distributing center. Chicago people are paying 4 
higher price than in years for the privilege of indulging in a chicken menu, 
the quotations for hens going to 16 cents a pound, while the more pretentious 
turkey is bringing only 15 cents. 

Had the farmers of Georgia not concentrated their efforts so steadily 
on the fetich of cotton production, they could right now be fingering attrac- 
tive drafts upon the Windy City, sent in exchange for poultry raised in 
this state. 

The dearth of chickens reflects, too, light on possibilities in the allied 
industry of egg-production. Recently, The Constitution commented on a 
dispatch from New York to the effect that the middle west had virtually 
a monopoly of this commodity, and that the metropolis was then laying away 
in cold storage millions of middle western eggs to draw upon later in the

With the prevailing price of eggs, a price likely to be maintained stead- 
ily, thé average Georgia biddy could be made to earn handsome dividends 
each year, greatly in excess of the small cost of her up-keep. 

There is not a county in the state but is ideally adapted, in one or more 
of its sections, to the poultry business. Instead of taking advantage of this 
condition, Georgians are annually sending thonsands of dollars west and 
north for the items that thrice daily supply their tables. 

The little Georgia hen may not be a thing of beauty, but she can easily 
be made a wealth-getter for the southern farmer. It is by intelligently cul- 
tivating her possibilities that the middle west has earned an international 
reputation for thrift and prosperity. 

The same opportunities are available to this state.

At a meeting held recently in New York for the purpose of discussing 
municipal development in the direction of the beautiful and the artistic, the 
question of the city healthful was injected in such a way as to make it 
the most prominent subject of discussion. 

Health Commissioner Darlington, of New York city, was responsible for 
giving this direction to the trend of thought and discussion. 

Dr. Darlington said he wanted to see the city beautiful, but that the city ‘ 
healthful should come first. 

Thereupon there was precipitated a debate, the result of which was 
never in doubt. 

If medical science had the practical means to put into operation what 
it knows today regarding hygiene and sanitation, Dr, Darlington declared, it 
could cut the death rate in half. 

Medical science has supplied the knowledge; it remains for municipal- 
ities and other communities to furnish the means to give it practical ap- 
plication. 

The fact that such result can be attained is now no more to be ques- 
tioned than the desirability of the attainment. 

This achievement is within the easy grasp of Atlanta, as it is of every 
wide-awake and up-to-date municipality. 

But in the pursuit of the city healthful there need be no neglect of the 
city beautiful; progress in both directions may go hagd in hand, making 
the result the more attractive because of the utility which means the better 
protection of life and health. 

There can be no city beautiful without omen and cleanliness means 
better health and longer life. 

The city healthful must become the city beautiful, for there can be no 
beauty in conditions which propagate disease and take unnecessary toll 
of life.

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MRS. NORRIS AWARDED 
VERDICT OF $3,000 


Street Car Company Sued for 
Injuries to Son on 
Trestle. 


A jury in Judge W. PD. Ellis’ 
vision of the superior court yesterday 
awarded a verdict of $3,000 to Mrs. 
W. C. Norris, who lives on Capitol | 
avenue, in her suit against the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company as ad- 
ministrator of the estate of her son, 
George C. Norris, who died after 
bringing suit for $6,000 damages aginst 
the company for alleged injuries re- 
ceived by being run over by a street 
car on the Proctor creek trestle, on 
the river car line. 

The case had been on trial since 
Tuesday and was fought hard on both 
sides. Mrs. Norris was represented 
by Charles D. Hill and Moore & 
Branch. The suit was brought 
for the death of Norris, but for 
juries and incapacitation. The 
was out all the afternoon. 

The deceased was 39 years of age at 
the time of his death, which occurred 
in December of 1907. It was alleged 
that in February of that year the ac- 
cident occurred. According to the 
evidence, Norris boarded a river car 
one night during February and asked 
the conductor to put him off at Bell- 
wood. This station was passed before 
the conductor thought of Norris’ re- 
quest and the former agreed to give 
him a transfer to an incoming car. It 
was alleged that Norris was told to.get 
off the car “quick’’ by Conductor Cook, 
and that the incoming car whizzed by 
before he had time to board it. The 
night was dark and slight rain was 
falling, according to the story, and 
Norris, left alone on the tracks, de- 
cided to walk towards the city. After 
walking about two and a half miles, 
it is alleged, he came to Proctor creek, 
and was crossing the trestle when he 
fell and was caught in such a way 
that he couldn't free himself in time 
to get out of the way of a car, which 
was in charge of a man named Cogk. 
Norris alleged that he was struck by 
the car and injured internally and 
about the head and shoulders. 

During October of 1907 Norris filed 
sult against the company for damages, 
but in December of that vear he died, 
and his mother, acting as administra- 
tor, pushed the suit. The defendant 
company claimed that Norris was suf- 
fering with consumption and that his 
death could not be attributed to the 
street car incident.

Governor’s Action. 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 21.—The Me- 
Mullen-Taylor bill relating to the 
Suarantee of bank deposits was pass- 
ed to its third reading by the hovse 
of representatives, the motion to in- 
definitely postpone being defeated by 
a vote of 19 for to 45 against. 

Governor Albert W. Gilchrist today 
vetoed the JoRnson insurance  ODiil. 
which prohibits first insurance com- 
panies, in the absence of fraud, mis- 
representation or deceit upon the 
part of the insured, from setting up 
as a defense against the payment of 
policy, lack of title in the insured. 

When the veto was read before the 
senate, Senator W. K. Flournoy gave 
notice that he would speak against 
this veto, which was made a special 
order for tomorrow morning. In the 
veto the governor stated: “In this 
day of regulating insurance and other 
corporations, it seems that there has 
not arisen in any other state a ne- 
cessity for any such law. In my 
opinion the disadvantages resulting 
from such a proposed law would more 
than offset any advantages to be de- 
rived.”’ 

This will be the first effort to over- 
ride the governor's veto.

Senator Culberson Ex- 
plains Principles of Party. 


“The Democratic . Party Be- 
lieves in Neither Protection 
Nor Free Trade,” Says Sena- 
tor Culberson. “It Stands 


for a Revenue Tariff.” 


Washington, May 21.—The question 
as to how long a time may be _ re- 
quired to “deal with the fundamental 
principles of the democratic party” was 
the subject of brief discussion . 
Senate today between Senator Aldrich, 
the republican leader, and Senator Cul- 
berson, chairman of the democratic 
conference, on the other. The details of 
the tariff bill were receiving a degree

Aldrich’s Countenance Changes. 

Probably noting the change in coune- 
tenance of his friend, Mr. Culberson 
began his remarks in ae slightly 
apologetic manner. Having stated- his 
Ssubject,. he remarked in proper senato- 
rial phrase that he would “Not long de- 
tain the senate.” 

“I fear it will’ take some time to 
| deal with such a weighty subject,” re- 
marked Mr. Aldrich in a sotto voice, but 
with feeling. 

This remark the Texas senator in- 
terpreted as meaning that the chairman 
of the finance committee did not ap- 
prove a long speech from him at. the 
time, and he manifested some spirit in 
his reply. “I intend to occupy as much 
time,’’ he said, ‘‘as I wish to.” 

Mr. Aldrich responded submissively 
that he had no intention of suggesting 
| otherwise 

All obstacles removed, Mr.

The diplomas were 
presented In a most clever address by 
Dr. William Perrin Nicolson. a mem- 
ber of the staff.

It is believed by some of the friends 
of the hospital that the Sunday schools 
of the Methodist church throughout the 
state will agree to direct their fifth 
Sunday collections to the charity work 
of the Wesley Memorial hospital. The 
present estimated value of this plant is 
$90,000. 

The hospital is practically full all the 
time. Patients are frequently denied en- 
trance for want of room. One of ‘the 
imperative demands in the near future 
will be‘the doubling of the capacity of 
the institution. There is abundant room 
on the epacious lot facing Courtland 
street for such enlargement well _re- 
moved from the two street car lines.

Frankel 
took the place of Robert C. Morris. 
who was sick. 

The Debate its Started. | 

Harleston Hall opened the debate | 
for the affirmative. He made four 
points to prove that a commission 
form of government is better than 
the present system. First, ward elec- 
tions create a political machine: sec- 
ond, inexperienced men, who have lit- 
tle brains and big mouths, control the 
city; third, there were great and un- 
necessary expenditures due to dishon- 
est and inefficient officials; fourth, an 
utter lack of responsibility. 

Norman Cooledge opened for the 
negative. He said that Galveston was 
the only city Where a commission form 
of government had been a success and 
that was due to patriots helping the 
city when it was devastated by a 
flood. He said the fewer men there 
were in control of the government the 
more easy it would be to cover up 
bribes and corruption. If a commis- 
sion government was good for a city 
why wouldn't it be good for a state 
and the nation? He denounced the 
commission government as oligarchy. 

Howell Foreman in speaking for-a 
commission government said a city 
should be a compact unit and not be 
divided up into wards from which men 
were elected to serve their particular 
section of the city. He said a city 
was a great bus#ness corporation and 
should be conducted on purely busi- 


sion form had beep tried everything 
was prosperous and everybody happy 
except the politicians who ,had been 
forced to go to work. The men who 
were serving Atlanta in council were 
receiving salaries that were not as 
large as wages paid to the janitor for 
the Boys’ High school. His argument 
was so well received by the audience 
that the continued applause called for 
a bow from the speaker. 
Politics as Well as Business. 

Sam Frankel followed for the nega- 
tive. He took the position that a 
good city government had to be a po- 
litical as well as a business tnstitu- 
tion. He said state and national gov- 
ernments were not at all analagous 
to state and Mfational governments. 
He claimed that the commission gov- 
ernment would bring about corruption, 
as they commissioners would use their 
offices to pay political debts, and the 
fewer men there were the greater 
chance there would be for bribery 
that could not be detected. 

John White was the next speaker 
for the affirmative. He said that no 
thinking man could deny that some- 
thing must be done to change the 
present city government. A great 
man said that city government was 
the one conspicuous failure of the 
nation. The old ward system offered 
premiums for dishonesty “and under 
it the city’s business could not be 
properly conducted. The only people 
with whom the commission plan was 
not popular were the politicians. The 
level-headed business men and tax- 
payers demanded a change, and with 
a change all city departments woulda 
be benefited. 

David Schwartz spoke for the nega- 
tive. He said a city under the com- 
mission form of government would 
grow despotic. The history of the 
world showed that wherever few men 
were In power the people suffered. 
What was wanted was less of business 
methods and more honesty. A few 
commissioners at the head of a city 
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would trade votes and keep them- 
selves in power. Under the present 
system if bad men got in office they 
could be recalled as well as under any 
other plan. 

The Debate is Closed. 

Otis Barge closed the debate for the 
affirmative. He said under the ward 
system it was impossible to elect 
representative men to office. Atlanta, 
he said, had the very best government 
under the old svstem-and yet all de- 
partments were suffering. There 
were not enough.police, the school 
buildings were rotting down, the 
streets were in need of repair and 
10,000 homes were. without sewerage 
and water. A commission government 
could change all these things. 

David Ungar closed for the negative. 
He said it might be true that the 
present form of city government hgd 
faults, but all governments were more 
Or less defective. The commission 
plan was un-American and not demo- 
cratic. The new innovation was a fad 
which a few cities had adopted and 
was not proving a success. He de- 
was no use for any such 
reckless experiment and that the best 
thing to do was to perfect the present 
plan. 

The Decision Rendered. 
President Roy D. McGaughey ren-

The following committee decided 
who was the best debater and the best 
declaimer: D. H. Gardner, president 
of the Donald Fraser school; E. C. 
Merry, assistant state school commis- 
sioner, and Dr. George M. Niles.

Special 
mention was made of the speeches by 
John White and David, Ungar. 

Robert Lockhart, in behalf of the 
senior class of the technological de-

A large audience was in attendance, 
including the pupils of the Girls’ High 
school, and excellent music was furn- 
ished by Wurm’'s orchestra.

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WANT FAIR TRIAL 
FOR MISSIONARIES 


Presbyterian Assembly Asks 
Taft to Use His Influence 
in the Matter. 


Savannah, Ga., May 21.—In a resolu- 
tion and an amendment te it adopted 
today by the general assembly of the 
Southern Presbyterian church, Presi- 
dent Taft is to be asked to use his in- 
fluence with the Belgian government 
to have postponed the trial of two 
American missionaries in the Congo, 
who are charged with “calumnious de- 
nunciation” of the company Kassai, a 
rubber company in which King Leo- 
pold is a principal stockholder, and 
then to see to it that the missionaries 
are properly represented. 

The resolution proper appoints May 
28, Sunday, a day of special prayer for 
the deliverance of the missionaries, 
Rev. Dr. W. M. Morrison and Rev. Dr. 
W. H. Sheppard, “from any miscar- 
riage of justice under the forms of 
law, and also for the deliverance of 
the people of Congo independent state 
from the hand of the pppressor.’ 

Dr. E. M. Green, of Danville, Va., 
introduced the resolution, and Dr. D. 
S. Henderson, of Aiken, S. C., the 
amendment. One of the leading op- 
ponents to the amendment was Dr. 
Cc. W. Grafton, of Mississippi, who 
stated that it was contrary to the 
church policy to appeal to the civil 
authorities; that the assembly is eccle- 
siastical strictly, and that the proper 
representations had already been made 
to the government. Rev. Richard Orme 
Flinn, of Atlanta, read from the church 
articles of government which provide 
that no appeal shall be made.to civil 
authorities except in the form of an 
humble petition and in extraordinary 
cases’. He argued that the amendment 
was humble and the case extraordinary. 
The vote was taken and showed the 
younger men of ‘the assembly lined up 
behind the amendment. Some of the 
older heads were opposed to it.

TREATY OF ARBITRATION 


WANTED BY 
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Mohonk Lake, N. Y., May 21.—The 
fifth annual Lake Mohonk Conference 
on International Arbitration, meeting 
on the tenth anniversary of the open- 
ing of the first Hague conference, re- 
views with profound satisfaction the 
signal advance of the cause of inter- 
national justice during the decade, a 
progress unexampled in any previous 
period of history. The memorable 
achievements of this period are at once 
an inspiration and an imperative call 
to renewed efforts. 

“We urge upon our government, 
which has been so conspicuously and 
so honorably identified with the pro- 
gressive policies of The Hague, prompt 
action toward perfecting the important 
measure therein inaugurated and ¢he 
complete development of the system of 
arbitration. We especially urge its 
early initiative in the establishment 
of the international court of arostra 
justice. 

“We further urge the negotiations ‘al 
a general treaty of arbitration be- 
tween all nations, and look forward 
with increasing hope to the day when 
treaties and arbitration shall provide 
for the reference to The Hague all in- 
ternational differences to be settled by 
regular diplomatic negotiations.” 

The clear logic of The Hague con- 
ventions prescribes the limitation and 
gradual reduction of the machinery 
of war by the nations parties to those 
conventions, corresponding to the de- 
velopment of the instrumentalities of 
law and justice for the settlement of 
international difference. The great 
armaments of the nations, whose in- 
tolerable burdens prompted the cal! 
to the first Hague conference, have 
pte lage increased so por- 

ave now become, as 


recently declared by the British for- 
eign secretary, a satire upon civiliza- 
tion. They fill the world with appre- 
hension and‘ alarm; they create an at- 
mosphere unfavorable to the system 
of arbitration and their drain upon 
the resources of the people has be- 
come so exhausting as to menace all 
national treasuries and check the 60- 
cial reforms and advances which the 
interests of humanity demand. RF fs 
the opinion of this conference that the 
time has arrived for carrying into ef- 
fect the strongly expressed desire of 
the two peace conferences at The 
Hague that the governments “ex- 
amine the possibility of an agreement 
as to the limitation of armed forces 
by land and sea, and of war budgets,” 
and address themselves to the serious 
study of this pressing question. Ac- 
cordingly we ask our government to 
consider whether the peculiar position 
which it occupies among the nations 
does not afford it a special opportuni- 
tv to lead the way toward making 
these weighty declarations a basis of 
public and concerted action.

RAINS IN SOUTHWEST 


These Were Factors in the 
Decline of Cotton Futures. 
Closed Barely Steady. 


New York, May 21.—The cotton 
market was very nervous and irregu- 
lat \today, with the close steady at a 
-net decline of $@11 potnrs. 

Ti } market opened barely steady at 
a dé fine of 5@12 points, in response 
to lover cables and reports of further 
rains in the southwest. At the ini- 
tial decline, one of the prominent bull 
interests, who had sold on the bulge 
of the previous day, was an active 
buyer and, with complaints reaching 
the trade of too much rain in the 
eastern belt, prices rallied until July 
sold 3 points over last night’s finals, 
and the later months recovered to 
within a point or two of that level. 
Offerings were very heavy on the 
advance, with some of the houses 
which have been persistent bulls ad- 
vising their friends to take profits on 
the theory that a bullish government 
crop on June 4 was being overdis- 
counted, and when some of the early 
buyers became sellers, following the 
detailed weather reports from Texas, 
showing precipitation to have been 
quite general, the market again weak- 
ened, and during the early afternoon 
sold at a net loss of about 12@14 
points. The decline was checked 
again by a show of bull support. and 
was followed by a very rapid rally 
during the middie of the afternoon, 
which carried prices back to within 
a point or two of Thursday’s rise, but 
the market weakened during the last 
hour, when realizing was heavy and 
sentiment seemed to be very much un- 
settled. Southern spot markets of- 
ficially reported early were un- 
changed to 1-8c higher.

New Orleans, May 2!.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s weekly New Orleans cotton ex-

Reports of the break- 
ing of the drought in Texas were re- 
ceived with satisfaction, as grave. fears 
have been entertained of the harm to 
result. There was help for the speo- 
ulation in the copper stocks in the 
advance in the dividend rate by 
Calumet and Hecla Mining Companys, as 
it was construed as an indication of 
improving conditions in the trade. Of- 
ficial changes in the Kansas City South- 
ern directorate were believed to  cor- 
roborate the expectation of closer re- 
lations between that road and the Un- 
ion Pacific. Much of the recent epec- 
ulation has been based on the assump- 
tion that a number of proposed railroad 
combinations are in a dormant .§ state, 
and to be completed later-on. On the 
other hand, the movement of some of 
the low-grade stocks of railroads in re- 
celvers’ hands indicated doubts of the 
progrese of the reorganization plans.

SUGAR—The sugar market has * not 
been the scene of the exciting develop- 
ments the past week which were awalt- 
ed {in some quarters, where the situation 
was held to contain the germs of a fine 
trade ‘war. The refiners, without sign- 
ing atiy agreement, have apparently 
come to an understanding regarding the 
much-discuseed aonsignment point 
problem, and the number of such cen- 
ters of distribution will be materially 
reduc#d. bringing about a large saving 
of expense. Arbuckles and Warner 
have withdrawn their 15 per cent per 
barre! reduction on granulated, and the 
skv is again clear. This does. not 
signify that competition for business 
will be less keen. The Federal, indeed, 
being in need of orders, cut prices 10 
points to 4.70 cents net for prompt 
shipments, but again went firm at the 
old basis, once a fair volume of busi- 
ness had been secured. The country Is 
working off its accumulation of refined, 
and brokers look for an active buying 
movement within the next fortnight if 
hot weather sets In. The raw situation 
is firm and higher, and, with only 80 
points difference under refined, local 
circles suggest that granulated is too 
low and may eventually work to 5 cents. 
Heavy purchases of Cuban sugar were 
made by refiners for June shipment on 
the 3.98 cents duty paid basis. Rainy 
weather continues in Cuba. Only $7 
centrals are grinding, or just half the 
total of the previous week, most of 
which, moreéver, are winding up oOp- 
erations. The yield will probably reach 
1,350,000 tons, or almost 400,000 more 
than last year. making good the de- 
ficiency in other quarters, the European 
outlook being rather poor. The stock 
at the four United States ports are now 
equal to about seyen weeks’ melting. 

RICE—The rice market finds the same 
steady consumping demand, the country 
taking the staple as needed with loca! 
distributers, as a rule maintaining their 
conservative attitude. Stocks are am- 
ple, but the assortments of Honduras 
are getting rather depleted. Prices rule 
steadier in sympathy with reports from 
the south regarding the crop aituation. 
The reports of salt water in the streams 
preventing flooding of the fields cause 
some: apprehension. It is. not bel'eved, 
however, in some gracery trade _ cuircies 
that the situation can continue a6 dark 
as it is now planted, and timely rains, 
it is hoped,. will permit of an average 
yield.
